him nay prove oven store operationally profitable in the future than it has 
in the past. Because of this we are assisting hia in his project of trans- 
ferring himself and eight m em bers of his immediate family to his house on 
long Island. Ha intends to remain there for an indefinite period, or until 
the political situation in Tirana penal to hia to resume residence in that 



city. 


2. Arranging for his entrance has proved complicated. Zog does not 
wish to take any action which will in any way prejudice his present or 
future political claims in Albania! therefore he feels that he must not 
enter the United States on any kind of visa, which might carry the connotation 
that he intends to bacons a cltisen of this country. In his sstlmation his 
entry Into America under a DP or immigrant visa would dstraet from his &»Sa 
to the Albanian throne and impair hia prestige in the country. C to the other 
hand, onto he comes to this country he does not plan to leave it except for 
short periods, a fact which seriously prejudices any application he sight 
make for entry under a visitor's visa, which is designed for visitors who 
intend to stay in America for only a short period. 


3. Bopreaentatives of this division have agreed with interested 
political officers of the Department of State (Masers. Horsey, Leverich, 
Morey) that perhaps the best solution 1s to bring Zog to this country wader 
a waiver of all doc^aents. and the matter has been discussed in this context 
withT^ land £. _jif I At 2»Q, Ikes employed hie good 

offices with Immigration and naturalisation in order to obtain their con- 
currence in this solution, but finds that entry under complete waiver of 
documents Is regarded by I & M3 as equivalent to entry under a visitor's 
visa, a document to whioh Zog and his family probably are not entitled under 
a strict interpretation of the law. The SE division has stressed tof_ 
that if Zog is found admissible under a visitor's visa, I & KS ahoulobe 
under no illusions about, bis intending to leave the country (except tempo- 
rarily) for eoae period of time. While the division mats Zog's entrance 
expedited, it wishes to avoid any future complications which might arise 
out of any misunderstanding now, and I A M3 must be prepared to accept 
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repeated eoctenaioua of the visitors * visas of the principal and family. 

4* It stay he that I & 8S and State will he willing to admit King Zog 
and his entourage under a waiver of documents decision or as visitors (legally 
the sane thing)* the question is now before the Commissioner of X & MS, who, 
if he decides positively, will require for Ms files a aaaorandum from the 
Agenay that Zog 'a travel to the Halted States Is in the national interest* 

Xf his admission as a visitor is found to be Impossible, this division will 
probably request that Zog and his family be admitted under Section 8. Tou 
will be advised well in advance If it is fait necessary to fall back upon 
tMs solution. 
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
